Paris, .Tune 5.—Just at the rinse of 
Ihr Ceremonies attendit}«? the canoniza­ 
tion of Sm ile Zola in th*

Ixmls Atifhehne Gregorl, a military 
writer of note, drew a revolver and 
fired two shots point-blank at .Major 
Alfred I)reyfu.s, for whose liberty Zola 
fought and won. 
Men distinguished in ail walks of 
life filled the I’antheon and when the 
shots iang cut there was intense ex- 
citemeut in fear that the president had 
been assassinated, but even the at­ 
tempt on the life of Major Dreyfus 
created a profound impression. 
Sok 
dlers speedily surrounded Gregorl and 
he was taken to jail, bruised and 
bleeding, with bis clothes almost torn 
irom his back. 
The affair has created a tremendous 
rensation in Paris and the motive oi 
the would be assassin is the cause of 
much mystification, for Gregorl, in­ 
stead of being an ordinary fanatic, 
such us is carried away by the po­ 
litical passions of the moment, is a 
man of mature age. having been born 
in 1814, and was highly esteemed in 
the circles where he was knowui.

though born of Italian parents, he has 
been an ardent Frenchman for years 
and

written authoritatively on 
m ilitary subjects, enjoying close rela­ 
tions with many high French officers. 


Fnends Cannot Understand It. 


He was one of the correspondents who 
followed the big French ami German 
maneuvers for obtaining data for tech­ 
nical papers.

Mr. Eddy is now in the lec­ 
ture field in the interests of the Inter­ 
national Uplift society.

P its. Cyrus Northrup, Rev. Irving P. 
Johnson, Hon. J. C. Haynes, Hon. W. 
H. Eustis, W, D. Washburn, Jr., and 
others equally prominent, has for its 
object the aid of those w’ho are “ down 
and out,” through the use of liquor or 
drugs. The society makes a loan of 
not to exceed $12> for the purpose of 
assisting the victim to take scientific 
treatment and aftvr treatm ent assist^ 
him or her in securing employment and 
tries to throw the best of influences to 
aid in building up his or her character 
again. 
Mr. Eddy states that he may return 
to Brainerd at a later date and deliver 
a public lecture regarding the w’ork of , 
the society, which has been very suc­ 
cessful. 
When asked as to the (>olitical situa­ 
tion he stated to a DISPATCH repre­ 
sentative that he was not taking an 
active part in the campaign though he 
expected to be a delegate to the state 
c invention.

he stood for the Roosevelt policies, 
but there w’as no predicting the out- 
c »me of a deadlock. 
As to the democratic convention, he 
believed that if a ray of reason pene­ 
trated the minds of the democratic 
delegates they w’ould nominate Gov. 
Johnson instead 
of 
Bryan, but he 
doubted if they could shake themselves 
free from the Nebraskan. 
Gov. John­ 
son did not want the vice presidency, 
he thought, but what he would do 
should they nominate him and adjourn, 
was hard to say.

Mr. Eddy Speaks Freely Concern­ 
ing Political Matters in 
State and Nation 


Hon. Frank M. Eddy, of Sauk Cen­ 
tre, formerly congressman, and one of 
the best known men in Minnesota to­ 
day, was in the city last night and this 
forenoon. 
Mr. Eddy is now in the lec­ 
ture field in the interests of the Inter­ 
national Uplift society. 
This society, 
which has its headquarters in Minne­ 
apolis, and which has on its advisory 
board such 
men as Gov. Johnson, 
Pres. Cyrus Northrup, Rev. Irving P. 
Johnson, Hon. J. C. Haynes, Hon. W. 
H. Eustis, W. D. Washburn, Jr., and 
others equally prominent, has for its 
object the aid of those who are “ down 
and out,” through the use of liquor or 
drugs. The society makes a loan of 
not to exceed $128 for the purpose of 
assisting the victim to take scientific 
treatm ent and after treatm ent assists 
him or her in securing employment and 
tries to throw the best of influences to 
aid in building up his or her character 
again. 
Mr. Eddy states that he may return 
to Brainerd at a later date and deliver 
a public lecture regarding the work of 
the society, which has been very suc­ 
cessful. 
When asked as to the political situa­ 
tion he stated to a D isp a t c h repre­ 
sentative that he was not taking an 
active part in the campaign though he 
expected to be a delegate to the state 
convention. 
He believed, he said, that 
were a primary election to be held that 
Jacobson would have more votes than 
all the other candidates, but that was 
not saying that he would be nominated 
by the convention, as the man who 
usually went to conventions were not, 
as a rule, Jacobson men.

He did not consider 
the nomination of Roosevelt probable 
in the event of T aft’s defeat on the 
first ballot, as the men who were op­ 
posing Taft were opposing him because 
he stood for the Roosevelt policies, 
but there was no predicting the out- 
o m e of a deadlock. 
As to the democratic convention, he 
believed that if a ray of reason pene­ 
trated the minds of the democratic 
delegates they would nominate Gov. 
Johnson instead 
of Bryan, but he 
doubted if they could shake themselves 
free from the Nebraskan. Gov. John­ 
son did not want the vice presidency, 
he thought, but what he would do 
should they nominate him and adjourn, 
was hard to say.

HEARING ON CONTESTS. 


Will Ba Begun Before Republican Na* 
tional Committee. 
Chicago, June 5.—The full Republi­ 
can national com m ittee will meet here 
and begin the hearings on which will 
be determ ined the contfsts involving 
229 seats in the convention. The num ­ 
ber of contests flied is so large that 
their settlem ent easily has become the 
friost im portant of the pre-convention 
proceedings. 
T he nomination of the 
Republican candidate for the presi­ 
dency hinges absolutely upon the de­ 
rision of the m em bers of the national 
com m ittee and the subsequent approv­ 
al of that decision by the credentials 
com m ittee of the convention. 
Half of 
the contests decided in favor of Sec­ 
retary Taft would result in his win­ 
ning on the first ballot, while to cap­ 
ture 
this 
num ber 
unquestionably 
would put the nomination in doubt. 
Realizing the necessity of keeping 
a m ajority of the contested delegates 
out of the Taft column, the represen ­ 
tatives of other candidates have pooled 
issues in most of the cases, and as 
allies xviii urge their claims before 
the national com m ittee.

te r Auditorium will be throw n open 
June 27 to welcome the long list of 
conventions to be held in D enver this 
gummer. 
The seating arrangem ents, decora­ 
tions and other arrangem ents for the 
Democratic national convention, which 
will convene in the Auditorium July 7, 
have been completed and accepted by 
the national committee. 
T he Audi­ 
torium is constructed so that the huge 
stage is near th e center of *he build­ 
ing. 
T here is a balcony circling the 
whole stru c tu re and a large gallery at 
both ends. 
T here are 24 exits, Including 240 
linear feet of exit space and th e build­ 
ing can be em ptied in two minutes. 
Upon the platform will be 445 seats, 
which will be reserved for the m em ­ 
bers of the national com m ittee and 
for the guests of honor.
